As 
soon as the British exchange fell, 
Britain slapped on a "commission" fee 
which mad* every purchaser of mon- 
ey orders pay according to the pre- 
vailing rate of exchange. The Unl- 
ted States and other nations in which 
Ponzl worked, however, failed to tak* 
such steps.

Ing the average sal* price at th* 
bituminous coal mina* during last 
April a» $3 26, It said, "clearly Indi- 
cate the slender average of profit per 
ton realized by the industry as a 
whole " 


Mine cost was placed at |2.76 a ton,

cents margin between th* cost an* 
selling price was not net profit, for 
from it must be deducted Interest on 
borrowed capital and other Items of 
expense. 


Tha statement said the car short- 


age "paved the way for the play of 
speculative prices." Reconslgnment of 
cars, "for which the raljroads are 
responsible," It continued, permitted 
exchange of coal In 
transit, some- 


times resulting In a "higher prie* to 
be tacked on." two or three times.

This strike has run 
about two weeks in most sections, and at least a week in all 
mines that are idle. Demands of more pay for "shift

A phonograph w-hlch play* an hour 


without a break has been Invented 
by Oeorge W. Bowers, a mechanical 
and consulting engineer, of Boston, 
according to the Scientific American.

Speedometer Gear* 


In changing from a normal size to

the speedometer gear If you want 
to hava an accurate speedometer. The 
rule to follow Is, the number of teeth 
In the large speedometer (ear, the 


one attached to th» wheel, should be 
twloe th» diameter ot the tire In 
Inches, That Is, II by IH tire should 
have a 64 toothed rear, while a 84 by 
4 tire should have a gear with 68 
teeth. 


Came* of Wobbly Wlieels 


Wobbly wheels cause the tlre» to 


wear twice as fast as they should. 
The wheels, therefore, should be 
watched constantly and tightened up 
as soon as they show a sign of 
wavering.

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TBB BALES TAX. 


A tax on all sales is being serlous- 


17 advocated by a number of flnan 
clal experts to be used as a mbstl 
tute tor the various and sundry lux 
mry taxes, excess profits tax, surtaxes 
and the like by which the United 
States government now raises the 
hnga Income necessary to meet the 
•xpensea created by the great war. 


That the Income tax should stay In 


force is part of the plan advanced by 
these advocates of a change In the 
methods of raising revenue for gov- 
ernmental purposes, but most of the 
other taxes should be merged into 
this one general sales tax. 
It is 


claimed that by this means the tax 
•ystem would be greatly simplified, 
that the burden would be so thinly 
ipread out, that it would not bt a 
buMen 
on 
specific 
individuals 


or businesses, and that it would tend 
to efficiency and economy In Industry 
and buying which the present system 
does not. 


To the objection that this would 


•ause the final consumer to pay all 
the taxes the reply Is made that he Is 
the man who pays them all anyway 
and that under the present system 
the Inflation of profits to cover the 
various forms of taxes now In force 
adds much moro to the final cost 
than would a simple, low rate of tax 
on all sales. 


Tha contention has been made, par- 


ticularly since the end of the war, 
that the excess profits tax is bad for 
two reasons. 
When honestly admin- 


istered It tends to take from a busi- 
ness capital which might be used In 
tha expansion of the Industry Itself 
and thus lead to Increased produc 
tion. 
A second objection which Is 


urged very seriously Is that the ex 
cess profits tax leads to extravagance 
and waste, padded salaries and pay 
rolls, the carrying on of extensive 
and expensive enterprises which have 
no relation to production, because the 
money thus used can be charged to 
chs expense account and not be paid 
in excess profits taxes. 


The income taxes, say the experts, 


with their increasing charges as the 
income rises should be retained. 
These taxes would, In the long run, 
take v.hat now, goes Into excess 
profits taxes because profits eventu- 
ally become income to some one, and 
the sales tax, distributed universally 
and equally, would produce a large 
government revenue without the crip- 
pling effect on Industry and the cre- 
ation of wasteful and extravagant 
Industrial habits which are laid to 
th» excess profits tax now in force. 


Supporters of the excesi profits 


tax seem to think, that In some way, 
that tax takes the burden from tha 
ultimate consumer, putting it on tha 
shoulders of the concern or individ- 
ual which Is making large profits, 
bnt the fundamental fact remains 
that everybody Is an ultimate con- 
sumer and that all taxes, of every 
kind and nature, are all paid by him 


Whether the sales tax as a solu- 


tion of the revenue tangle will be 
tried or not remains a question. That 
it will be seriously considered now 
•e«ms certain.

FURNISH MANY THRILLS

Decatur Girl in Los Angeles Gives Realistic Descrip- 


tion of Disturbances. 


Marie Welch of Decatur who 


I* studying In th* Denlshawn school 
of dancing In Los Angeles, Cal., ha* 
written friends her* a thrilling ac- 
count of the recent larthquak* shocks 
ther*. She describe* them In th* fol- 
lowing realistic manner: 


"W* are all feeling ilk* a chapter 


from th* Last Day* of Pompeii. Th* 
fifteenth ha* com* and gone, and 
whether It was a warning or just 
an event; I* still to be seen. 


FRIGHTENED GIRLS 


"It w'a* about ten-thirty In the 


morning, I was over In the etudlo 
when a violentv rumble shook tho 
room. My first thought was that 
somebody has fallen 
downstairs, 


Then three more loud explosions made 
the floor bounce under our feet and 
a crowd of frightened girls dashed 
In from th* dressing room, clinging to 
«ach other, with squeals of fright. I 
was too surprised to remark; but I 
felt an odd, tingling creep, as I did 
the timer I touched an Insulated wire 
In the laboratory. 
It was the earth- 


quake. 


"We were all a little unnerved, but 


work awaits nobody, so we recover- 
ed as best we conld and went through 
our class practice, soon forgetting all 
about it. I hav* always half I must 
confess, a morbid 
curiosity 
about 


three things, a storm at sea, a cy- 
clon* and an 
earthquake. Now I 


knew. I hadn't minded so much; yet 
several of th* girl*—who hadn't dash- 
ed In, had fainted In the dressing 
rooms; and Mr. Shawn gorgeous in 
an Indian costume and war paint, was 
very paternal and soothing; then he 
laughed. 


' "I was upstairs shaving, 'he told 


us, 'when I hear* a bang and the 
plaster stain* on my table sailed 
across th* room and landed In frag- 
ments.' 


"It was very cool and quiet In the 


T. M, p. A. cafeteria; and the food was 
good. For the first time sine* I 
came I had that edifying sensation of 
appetite. I had Just attacked a slice of 
graham bread when— 


BRINGS A THRILL 


"Th* heavy barrage of a dozen ma- 


chine guns, th* quick sinking of the 
deck a* when a battleship lists, the 
Jingle of crockery and tinkle of fall- 
Ing plaster, all In four seconds; then 
silence, A child across the room be- 
gan- to cry and the girls behind the 
steam tables stampeded across the 
street. The cafeteria Is downstairs, 
tinder an ^^hf-story building, and 
while I tried to silence the sudden 
hideous thrills that shook me, I was 
half-humorously 
wondering which 


was safer, to be under that building 
or on top of it. Right here let me tell 
you that there Is no use »aying you 
aren't scared when an earthquake 


comes. Maybe you don't stampede, 
or get panic-stricken and grab the 
persop nearest you—but you certainly 
do thrill-almost as if the doctor had 
given you four thousand volts when 
the apparatus was just a little wrong 
—and it Is plain, unadulterated, or- 
ganic fright. There Is 
a distinct 


electric discharge whlcn accompanlsa 
such shocks as these—It Is the un- 
pleasant physical senatlon that make* 
one sort of dread them. The woman 
across the table looked up from her 
chicken, a little pale, but cheerful. 


" 'That'» right,' she said. 'Sit I till until 
It Is over. 
You can't help It, and you 
might only get hit byvrunnlng into the 
street, 
People do get so scared 
' 
"With an effort I took up my forli.» I 
was still hungry, I told myself, even it 
scared to death. Before long, the thrill 
began to die, and we talked of various 
disturbances, about the way folks do of 
operations. 1 was Inwardly wondering how 
many times a day Los Angeles executed 
so violent a shimmy, which was not po- 
llt«, but sincere——when—— 


WORSE THAN BEFORE. 


"This time the barrage 
was 
louder, 
nearer, as if a whole army had fallen 
down the great stone stops under the 
earth and were rolling cannon-balls after 
them; the women screamed, and the men 
—mostly 
stood up. 
In about three 
seconds only about two tables beside my 
own was occupied. This time the vibra- 
tion lasted at least six seconds—while 
we sat with clasped hands and wide 
eyes and wished It would stop. I thought 
of all sorts of things—the way a patient 
does, coming out of ether—but J never 
thought of my deeds or my misdeeds—at 
least, 1 couldn't remember, In the excite- 
ment, which isn't in keeping at all— 
and then the vibration died away, and w« 
were 
left 
shaken 
and 
trembling 
but 
smiling wanly across tbe table at each 
other. 


"The streets were full of people, and 
cars, and masons examining tbe sides of 
buildings for possible lines out of plumb— 
It would' have been very novel and Inter- 
esting jf the sensation had been leas 
agonizing. I walked on down Hope street, 
maintaining a calm and smiling front— 
a little surprised that 1 could do It, and 
very glad that I had studied physiography 
and did not believe Implicitly In the suppo- 
sition that all natural disturbances are an 
evidence of the wrath of a cruel god— 
paused to talk to a woman on the corner, 
who wag looking up at a rallied place In 
a tower across the street 
Hie crack. It 
seemed, had been made by the first 
earthquake, two weeks before I came— 
tills bad widened It. 


DESTROY CITY, PBOPHECT. 


" 'Th« shock," she tola me, -was recorded 
—expected In fact, according to the SeJs- 
mograph station at Ban Diego. They pre- 
dict," she added, considerately, 'the en- 
tire destruction of Los Angeles by the end 
of the month—not violently, you know, 
but just shocks like this. They don't do 
much damage at a time—and this Is the 
first shock we have had—the first really 
violent one—in thirty years.' 
"I passed on. 
Her authority is no 


good—how do I know what tbe Seismo- 
graph at San Diego has recorded? 
STILL ANOTHER 
'Too shaken up to ntudy, I sat down on 


the broad veranda, and thought of the 
kind warning of a friend of mine—bo 
sure and live In a frame house—. This i& 
a Substantial looking one, though my room 
is on the third floor. Several (Iris were 
brought home In taxis, faint and sick 
and scared—all the stores and factories 
over one story high, or built of brick, 
had sent their employes home, and we all 
compared notes and acted calm, and were 
supremely grateful for the presence of 
other human beings. 
About 4 o'clock 
I felt quieter and went up to my room, 
thinking to do some writing. 1 had Just 
unlocked the door when the oddly fa-
